Field Crops Report 
Drought conditions were still hurting Louisiana producers and all crops were showing signs of stress with 70 
percent of soil moisture reports below average.  State average rainfall for the past week came in at .3 inches, 
8.6 inches below normal.  Wheat harvest was completed during the week.  Rice producers were applying 
fungicides and herbicides.  Sorghum, soybeans and sugarcane conditions were all declining due to the 
shortage of moisture.  Corn silked jumped up to 89 percent, well above the average, due to the dry and hot 
conditions.   
 
Fruits, Vegetables and Specialty Crops 
Peach harvest continued to make progress.  Vegetable producers were spraying to control the high pressure of 
insects while they continued to harvest and sell crops.   
 
Livestock, Pasture and Range Report 
Drought conditions continued to cause declines in pasture and cattle conditions.  Cattlemen were starting to 
supplement feed due to shortness of pastures.   Harvesting of hay continued.
